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Financing  Complete 
For  ACDC  Housing 


The  Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  has  completed  financing 
for  its  planned  88-unit  Oak  Terrace 
housing  project  and  expects  construc¬ 
tion  to  start  in  September . 

Putting  together  the  financial  pack¬ 
age  to  build  the  $13.5  million  housing 
project,  which  was  proposed  in  1988,  has 
not  come  easily  for  the  developers,  who 
had  to  contend  with  the  pressures  a 
recessionary  economy  placed  on  credit. 

The  project  will  include  32  two- 
bedroom,  33  three-bedroom,  nine  four- 
bedroom,  and  14  one-bedroom 
apartments.  Thirty  apartments  will  be 
low-income  Section  8  housing,  30  will  be 
moderate-income  apartments,  and  28 
will  be  market-rate  housing. 

The  project  will  be  financed  with  a  $5 
million-plus  mortgage  from  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency, 
and  another  $1  million  plus  construc¬ 
tion  loan  from  the  Massachusetts  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Investment  Corp.  (MHIC).  In 
addition,  the  ACDC  has  raised  another 
$6.3  million  in  equity  in  which  investors 
buy  stock  to  use  as  tax  shelters. 

The  Phillip  Morris  Corp.  will  invest 


$1.5  million  and  the  MHIC  will  provide 
another  $4.8  million,  to  be  provided  by 
a  consortium  of  local  banks,  including 
the  Shawmut  Bank,  BayBank,  Fleet 
Bank,  State  Street  Bank,  and  Boston 
Safe  Deposit  &  Trust  (Mellon  Bank). 

"This  will  be  the  first  time  that  all  the 
banks  at  once  have  participated  in  one 
project  together,"  said  ACDC  executive 
director  Carol  Lee. 

The  project  has  also  received  finan¬ 
cial  support  from  the  city’s  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Housing  Trust,  the  city’s 
Executive  Office  of  Communities  and 
Development,  and  the  Affordable 
Housing  Program. 

Oak  Terrace,  which  will  be  built 
across  the  street  from  the  Josiah  Quincy 
School  on  land  bounded  by  Oak  and 
Washington  streets  in  Chinatown,  is  as¬ 
sured  of  44  parking  spaces  on  city- 
owned  Parcel  C,  where  the  New  England 
Medical  Center  is  planning  to  build  a 
controversial  parking  garage. 

Lee  said  that  Oak  Terrace  will  also  be 

the  largest  investment  ever  undertaken 

by  MHIC.  .  „

Parcel  C  Coalition 
Rejects  BRA  Offer 


The  Coalition  to  Protect  Parcel  C  for 
Chinatown  this  week  unanimously 
rejected  an  offer  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  to 
make  available  a  piece  of  Tyler  Street 
land  for  a  community  open  space  in 
return  for  allowing  the  construction  of  a 
New  England  Medical  Center  (NEMC) 
garage  to  move  forward  on  Parcel  C  on 
Oak  Street. 

Terri  Oshiro,  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
the  Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop,  said  that  126  people  rejected 
the  BRA  offer  largely  on  the  ground  that 
offering  open  space  doesn’t  address 
community  concerns  that  the  garage  will 
create  more  traffic  and  pollution  in  the 
neighborhood’s  residential  district. 

BRA  director  Paul  Barrett  offered 
the  site  to  the  community  last  month.  In 
a  letter  to  Michael  Liu,  the  Asian 


American  Resource  Workshop’s  execu¬ 
tive  director,  Barrett  noted  that  losing 
open  space  was  a  major  reason  behind 
community  opposition  to  the  garage 
and  said  he  was  offering  the  R-l  parcel 
on  Tyler  Street  to  the  Chinatown 
Community  Center,  Inc.  (CCC)  for  $1  to 
improve  the  situation.  It  remains  un¬ 
clear  if  the  CCC,  the  group  that  was 
offered  the  land  and  that  negotiated 
with  the  hospital  on  the  garage 
proposal,  would  consider  the  matter  at 
some  point.. 

Liu,  however,  speaking  for  the  Coali¬ 
tion  to  Protect  Parcel  C’s  Steering  Com¬ 
mittee,  not  the  CCC,  rejected  the  offer 
in  a  letter  to  Barrett.  He  said  that  it  was 
his  understanding  that  the  R-l  site,  cur¬ 
rently  occupied  by  vacant  buildings  and 
the  South  Cove  YMCA,  had  originally

Asian-American  Bank 
Plans  August  Opening 


New  England’s  first  Asian-American 
bank  has  raised  the  required  start-up 
capital  and  is  scheduled  to  open  in 
Chinatown  this  month,  according  to 
Vivian  Wenhuey  Chen  Huang,  the 
bank’s  principal  organizer. 

"We’re  hoping  to  open  August  11," 
said  Huang,  who  added  that  the  bank 
must  be  inspected  by  the  state  commis¬ 
sioner  of  banks  prior  to  the  opening  to 
ensure  that  its  computer  systems  are 
operating  properly  and  that  the  bank 
meets  established  standards.  "August 
27th  we  plan  to  have  a  grand  opening 
celebration." 

Located  at  17  Kneeland  Street  in 
Chinatown,  the  Asian  American  Bank 
and  Trust  Company  will  be  a  full  service 
commercial  bank.  Huang,  an  attorney  as 
well  as  the  bank’s  chairwoman  and 
president,  recalled  that  the  process  to 
found  the  bank  began  at  a  July  1989 
incorporators’  meeting,  when  she 
brought  together  the  initial  group  of  or¬ 
ganizers.  Though  the  bank  originally 
had  33  organizers,  that  number  has  since 
grown,  she  said.  The  directors  and  incor¬ 
porators  of  the  bank  have  invested  ap¬ 
proximately  $5.7  million  in  the  bank. 

Thomas  Yuan,  a  New  Yorker  with  20 
years  of  banking  experience,  will  be  the 


bank’s  chief  executive  officer.  Yuan  was 
born  in  China  and  grew  up  in  Taiwan 
and  was  educated  in  Taiwan  and  the 
United  States.  Clifford  Ty,  who  was  born 
in  the  Philippines  and  grew  up  in  the 
United  States,  has  been  named  vice 
president-lending. 

After  the  bank’s  organizers  were 
denied  a  federal  bank  charter,  they 
decided  to  apply  for  a  state  charter  in¬ 
stead.  The  bank  needed  to  raise  about 
$7.5  million  in  start-up  capital.  Huang 
said  stock  offerings  to  raise  the  required 
start-up  capital  were  discontinued  July 
12. 

Huang  suggested  that  Boston  has 
been  slow  to  develop  an  Asian- 
American  bank  largely  due  to  charac¬ 
teristics  of  the  area’s  Asian  community, 
which  has  traditionally  been  a  relatively 
small  one  and  which  has  only  begun  to 
grow  significantly  in  the  last  decade. 
Asians  immigrating  to  the  US  were 
often  drawn  to  other  parts  of  the 
country,  such  as  California,  partly  be¬ 
cause  of  climate  and  also  because  the 
West  Coast  is  closer  to  Asia,  she  said. 

Asians  who  settled  in  this  area  were 
either  those  drawn  to  the  region’s  well 
established  academic  institutions  or  else

Interview:  Taiwan’s  New  Director 
Will  Focus  on  US-Taiwan  Trade 


Director-General  David  Tawei  Lee  in  his  Boston 


Dr.  David  Tawei  Lee,  the 
newly  appointed  director 
general  of  the  Taiwan 
government’s  Coordination 
Council  for  North  American  Af¬ 
fairs  in  Boston,  says  his  interest 
in  the  United  States  started 
early.  As  a  youth  in  Taiwan,  he 
recalls  avidly  reading  a  magazine 
published  by  the  United  States 
Information  Service  on  various 
aspects  of  American  life.  "I  think 
that  gave  me  a  very  good  preview 
of  the  US,"  he  says. 

That  early  interest,  he  sug¬ 


gests,  eventually  led  to  graduate 
school  in  the  US  and  a  Taiwan 
government  assignment  in 
Washington.  Following  an  as¬ 
signment  in  Taipei,  Lee  has 
again  been  assigned  to' the  US, 
this  time  to  the  Boston  office, 
where  a  priority  will  be  promot¬ 
ing  trade  between  Taiwan  and 
Massachusetts. 

Since  the  US  and  the 
Republic  of  China  on  Taiwan  no 
longer  have  diplomatic  rela¬ 
tions,  one  of  the  best  ways  to  en¬ 
hance  the  relationship  between 


Taiwan  and  Massachusetts  is 
through  trade.  "I  have  to 
promote  trade  between  the  New 
England  area  and  Taiwan  "  says 
Lee.  "I  think  it’s  high  on  my 
priority  list." 

"This  kind  of  approach  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  our  current 
economic  policy,"  he  adds.  "Our 
trade  balance  increase  has  been 
kind  of  flat  in  the  last  three 
years."  Lee  cites  competition 
from  Europe,  Japan  and  main¬ 
land  China  as  factors,  as  well  as 
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"They’ve  told  us  they  want  to  close  in 
September,"  said  Lee,  who  added  that 
construction  would  begin  immediately 
after  the  closing.  She  noted  that  al¬ 
though  the  ACDC  has  completed  its 
financing  package,  it  will  continue  to  try 
to  raise  money  for  its  capital  fund.  The 
money,  for  example,  would  be  used  to 
finance  components  of  the  project  that 
could  not  be  funded  through  other  sour¬ 
ces  given  the  limited  resources  avail¬ 
able,  such  as  furnishing  the  building’s 
community  room  or  improving  its 
landscaping. 

The  architect  for  the  project  will  be 
Lawrence  K.  Cheng  Associates,  Inc., 
and  the  contractor  for  the  project  will  be 
Beacon  Construction  Co. 

Lee  also  noted  that  people  interested 
in  applying  to  live  in  the  new  building 
should  not  apply  until  four  to  six  months 
before  the  completion  of  construction. 
"We  anticipate  the  majority  who  will 
apply  will  be  Asian,"  she  said,  though  she 
added  that  state  and  city  guidelines  give 
other  ethnic  groups  the  right  to  apply  as 
well. 

For  some  time  now,  the  project  has 
been  held  up  by  a  roughly  $1.3  million 
shortage  in  equity,  and  some  members 
of  the  community  were  beginning  to 
worry  that  the  project  would  never  be 
built.  "There  were  a  couple  of  months 
where  we  really  didn’t  know  where  the 
money  was  going  to  come  from,"  said 
Lee,  who  added  that  she  always 
remained  optimistic.  "I’ve  never  felt  that 
[the  project]  would  not  happen." 

Lee  said  she  is  confident  that  the  new 
housing  will  be  a  positive  addition  to 
Chinatown.  "I  think  it’s  going  to  im¬ 
prove  the  neighborhood,"  she  says. 

"There  have  been  people  working  in 
the  neighborhood  for  10  years  who 
wanted  to  get  something  built  on  that 
corner,"  she  said,  adding  that  many 
Chinatown  residents  contributed  to  the 
development  process  by  writing  letters 
of  support  and  should  be  recognized  for 
their  efforts.

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were  immigrants  who  tended  to  start 
small  businesses.  Neither  group,  she 
suggested,  felt  a  strong  need  to  develop 
financial  services  specifically  for  Asians. 

Huang,  however,  suggested  that  the 
area’s  Asian  community  is  changing,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  many  of  the  people 
originally  drawn  to  the  area  for 
academic  reasons  are  now  starting  their 
own  businesses.  Also,  she  said,  the  area’s 
high  tech  industry  has  drawn  Asians  to 
the  area.  "Because  of  high  tech  we’ve 
seen  more  and  more  people  come  in  the 
last  decade  or  so,"  she  said. 

Huang  said  that  the  core  of  the  bank’s 
business  will  come  from  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity,  particularly  the  Chinatown 
community.  Having  an  Asian  bank  in 
Chinatown  will  offer  advantages  to  the 
community,  such  as  the  availability  of 
bilingual  services  and  an  understanding 
of  Chinese  attitudes  toward  financial 
matters. 

She  suggested,  for  example,  that  the 
bank  would  extend  credit  in  some  situa¬ 
tions  in  which  other  commercial  banks 
would  be  unwilling.  Though  the  bank 
must  follow  legal  guidelines  in  extend¬ 
ing  credit,  Huang  pointed  out  that  an 
understanding  of  Asian  saving  habits 
would  allow  it  to  make  loans  that  other 
banks  might  consider  too  risky.  At  the 
same  time,  she  pointed  out  that  while 
the  bank  will  be  willing  to  extend  credit, 
members  of  the  community  who  use  the 
bank  must  be  good  customers  and 
respect  the  process  to  assure  that  it 
works  effectively. 

Huang  said  the  bank  also  plans  to 
develop  business  in  the  area  of  interna¬ 
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tional  trade.  She  noted  that  the  bank’s 
organizers  have  their  roots  in  Asia  and 
that  it’s  an  area  of  the  world  they 
thoroughly  understand.  "Many  business 
people  from  this  state  are  trying  to  do 
business  with  Asia,"  she  said.  "This  is  a 
good  niche  for  us  to  go  into."  She  said 
the  bank  also  hopes  to  attract  investors 
from  Hong  Kong  and  Taiwan  who  are 
interested  in  investing  in  the  New 
England  area. 

Huang  said  she  got  involved  in  start¬ 
ing  the  bank  because  she  saw  previous 
efforts  to  start  an  Asian- American  bank 
fail.  She  noted  that  the  most  difficult 
part  of  the  process  is  now  behind  the 
organizers  and  pointed  out  that  the 
area’s  Asian-American  community  has 
a  new  bank  without  any  debt.  "We  finally 
have  this  bank,"  she  said.  "I  hope  the 
community  will  treasure  it."

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been  set  aside  for  a  Tufts  development. 
In  return,  Tufts  was  to  give  the  South 
Cove  YMCA  the  Posner  Hall  site  for  a 
new  facility.  Liu  again  emphasized  that 
a  large  segment  of  the  community  had 
already  rejected  the  garage  and  that  the 
Steering  Committee  "cannot,  in  good 
conscience,  recommend  that  your 
proposal  be  accepted."  The  Coalition 
Tuesday  night  allowed  its  members  to 
vote  on  the  issue  and  they  followed  the 
lead  of  the  steering  committee  in  reject¬ 
ing  it. 

The  Coalition  to  Protect  Parcel  C  was 
formed  from  leaders  of  a  group  of 
Chinatown  agencies  -  originally  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  CCC  -  and  their  supporters 
who  are  opposed  to  the  construction  of 
a  455-car  parking  garage  on  Parcel  C  on 
Oak  Street.  The  NEMC  would  con¬ 
tribute  $1.8  million  to  the  community, 

55  parking  spaces  in  the  garage,  and 
another  $150,000  for  another 
Chinatown  community  project  in  return 
for  approval  to  buy  the  BRA-owned 
land  and  build  the  garage.  The 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council 
recommended  the  hospital  proposal 
and  the  BRA  has  tentatively  approved 
it. 

Barrett  this  week  said  that  the  BRA 
would  give  the  garage  plan  final  ap¬ 
proval  sometime  before  the  end  of  the 
year  only  if  concerns  raised  by  the  com¬ 
munity  -  such  as  air  quality  -  have  been 
adequately  studied.  He  said  he  will  ask 
NEMC  to  make  such  a  study. 

Barrett  said  the  BRA  wants  to  ad¬ 
dress  community  concerns.  He  ex¬ 
plained  that  offering  the  R-l  parcel  was 
a  way  to  address  the  open  space  issue 
and  that  requiring  the  air  quality  study 
would  seek  to  answer  questions  about 
air  pollution.  "If  they  aren’t  good 
answers  the  project  won’t  go  forward," 
he  said.  He  also  noted  that  the  R-l  par¬ 
cel  "was  not  tied  to  the  Posner  deal." 

Barrett  emphasized  that  he  wanted  to 
balance  economic  development  in  the 
city  with  the  needs  of  the  various  com¬ 
munities  and  qgain  pointed  out  that  the 
city  was  no  longer  working  with  a  1980s 
economy. 

He  also  noted  that  money  for  the 
BRA  was  not  a  factor  in  its  decision  to 
support  the  garage  plan  but  suggested 
that  consolidating  area  surface  parking 
in  a  new  garage,  thereby  paving  the  way 
for  new  developments  on  the  recovered 
land,  was.  A  second  factor  was  the  fact 
that  Chinatown  stood  to  gain  $1.8  mil¬ 
lion  in  community  benefits  from  the 
deal.  As  he  has  in  the  past,  Barrett 
pointed  out  that  with  other  sectors  of 
the  city’s  economy  stagnant,  the  hospi¬ 
tals  remained  a  sector  that  could  be 
relied  on  for  economic  growth. 

Meanwhile  the  Coalition  is  moving 
ahead  with  plans  to  hold  a  referendum 
on  the  garage  issue  to  determine  how 
the  community  feels  about  it.  The 
referendum  is  scheduled  for  Sept.  12 


and  13  and  a  neutral  party,  the  American 
Friends  Service  Committee,  has  agreed 
to  oversee  the  election.  The  Coalition 
will  also  invite  the  Neighborhood  Coun¬ 
cil  to  participate  in  the  referendum. 

Oshiro  said  voting  guidelines  for  the 
referendum  will  be  the  same  as  for  the 
Neighborhood  Council.  Under  those 
guidelines  eligible  voters  include  all 
Asians  living  in  New  England,  though 
there  will  be  a  separate  ballot  for 
Chinatown  residents.  NEMC 
employees  would  not  be  allowed  to  vote 
because  it  would  be  a  conflict  of  interest. 

The  BRA  has  so  far  granted  the 
hospital  tentative  designation  to 
develop  the  garage  on  Parcel  C.  It  is 
currently  moving  into  the  next  step  of 
the  process.  Barrett,  however,  didn’t  say 
whether  the  referendum  would  affect 
the  BRA’s  final  decision  on  the  garage, 
though  he  suggested  that  he  didn’t  value 
such  an  approach.  "I  don’t  think  it’s  a 
good  idea  to  run  development  in  the  city 
by  referendum,"  he  said. 

David  Moy,  executive  director  of  the 
Quincy  School  Community  Council, 
also  expressed  concern  last  week  about 
the  Barrett  proposal.  He  reiterated 
Liu’s  contention  that  Tufts  University’s 
willingness  to  give  up  the  Posner  site  to 
the  community  depended  on  its  gaining 
access  to  the  YMCA  site.  Tufts,  he  said, 
did  not  know  about  the  BRA  proposal 
until  it  was  announced  by  Barrett. 

Another  issue  of  concern  to  the  com¬ 
munity  is  the  role  that  the  Chinatown 
master  plan  plays  in  planning  decisions. 
In  his  letter  to  Barrett,  Liu  pointed  out 
that  in  the  community  master  plan  Par¬ 
cel  C  was  set  aside  for  residential  use  and 
that  institutional  expansion  was  to  be 
directed  away  from  the  residential  area. 

Moy  also  noted  that  the  master  plan 
is  being  ignored  in  current  land-use 
decisions.  He  pointed  out  that  building 
a  garage  on  Parcel  C  would  require  a 
change  in  the  NEMC  and  Chinatown 
master  plans,  both  of  which  set  Parcel  C 
aside  for  community  use.  He  suggested 
that  the  master  plans  are  losing  value 
because  the  city  only  pays  attention  to 
them  if  they  reflect  its  plans. 

Barrett,  however,  said  that  the 
"master  plan  gives  people  a  framework" 
but  that  needs  can  change.  The  city  and 
the  community  "can’t  be  tied  to  a  master 

plan,"  he  said.  ,  „

the  slowing  of  the  US  economy. 
At  the  same  time,  Taiwan  has  seen  "a 
dramatic  increase  of  trade  with  Hong 
Kong,"  but  a  growing  trade  deficit  with 
Japan,  he  says. 

Because  Taiwan  is  currently  in  the 
process  of  upgrading  its  infrastructure 
with  large  public  works  projects  planned 
for  the  years  ahead,  it  will  need  to  seek 
out  technical  help  from  abroad  to  real¬ 
ize  some  of  its  goals. 

"I  think  the  New  England  area  has  a 
special  advantage  because  a  lot  of  high 
tech,  knowledge-based  industry  is  in  this 
area,"  including  biotech,  computer  and 
environmental  technology  firms,  he 
says.  Taiwan  also  needs  help  on  the 
financial  front,  says  Lee,  since  the 
"government  has  agreed  to  liberalize 
financial  services."  Boston,  he  adds,  has 
a  well  developed  financial  services  in¬ 
dustry  and  could  be  of  help  in  this 
regard.  Also  involved  in  this  exchange 
are  many  overseas  Chinese,  who  have 
returned  to  Taiwan  to  set  up  businesses, 
including  some  businessmen  from  the 
Boston  area,  says  Lee. 

Lee  suggests  that  the  focus  of  the 
work  involved  in  representing  the 
Taiwan  government  has  changed  some¬ 
what  since  the  days  in  the  1960s  and 
1970s  when  Taiwan  officials  had  to  put 
much  of  their  effort  into  trying  "to  main¬ 
tain  that  diplomatic  status." 

Though  Taiwan  lost  that  status  to  the 
mainland,  Lee  points  out  that  "most  of 


the  Chinese  community  are  still  very 
supportive  of  the  Taiwan  Government 
and  remain  suspicious  of  the  mainland 
government.  A  casual  visitor  to  Boston’s 
Chinatown,  he  suggests,  "can’t  find 
their(the  mainland’s)  flag"  visible  on  the 
streets. 

Lee,  however,  also  points  out  that 
Taiwanese  businessmen  are  investing 
heavily  in  mainland  China,  though  they 
must  still  do  so  indirectly  by  working,  for 
example,  through  Hong  Kong-based 
firms.  But  despite  the  increase  in  trade 
between  the  two  countries,  Lee  points 
out  that  "politically  they  use  every 
means  to  suffocate  us." 

"We  take  a  very  cautious  view  vis  -  a 
-vismainland  China,"  he  says,  though  he 
agrees  that  Taiwanese  investment  in 
China  has  given  Taiwan  a  growing  in¬ 
fluence.  "This  is  a  trump  card  in  our 
hand,"  he  says. 

Lee  points  out  that  the  Taiwan  presi¬ 
dent  has  "made  clear  if  mainland  China 
renounces  the  use  of  force  against 
Taiwan  and  allows  more  moving  room 
in  the  international  arena  then  the  ROC 
government  will  be  willing  to  pursue 
rapprochement  with  the  mainland." 

But,  he  adds,  "So  far  they  have  not 
given  in  an  inch  on  these  two  issues." 

Lee  says  the  issue  of  reunification 
with  China  continues  to  be  controver¬ 
sial.  Taiwan  continues  to  support  the 
idea  of  one  China,  but  to  realize  this  goal 
requires  China  to  become  a  free  country 
with  a  democratic  government  and  an 
equitable  distribution  of  wealth.  "If  the 
mainland  government  agrees  [to  these 
requirements],  we  can  work  together  on 
some  kind  of  unification." 

Lee  says  it’s  to  the  benefit  of  all 
countries  in  the  area  for  China  to 
remain  stable.  "Therefore  we  would  like 
to  see  the  success  of  their  economic 
modernization,"  he  adds. 

Lee  points  out  that  democratization 

continues  to  proceed  in  Taiwan.  Martial 
law  was  lifted  in  1987,  press  freedom  has 
increased  dramatically,  and  52  out  of  the 
161  members  elected  in  last  year’s  Na¬ 
tional  Legislature  election  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  non-Guomindang  opposi¬ 
tion. 

A  graduate  of  National  Taiwan 
University,  Lee  has  a  Ph.D  from  the 
University  of  Virgina.  From  1982  to 
1988,  Lee  was  a  Congressional  liaison 
officer  for  the  Coordination  Council  in 
Washington.  More  recently,  he  was  the 
deputy  director  general  of  the  North 
American  Department  in  Taiwan’s 
Foreign  Ministry.

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Chinatown  Streets  Again  An  Eyesore 


When  a  former  resident  of 
Chinatown  came  to  Boston  to 
visit  this  summer,  she  was  ap¬ 
palled  by  what  she  saw.  She  was 
in  Chinatown  watching  the 
tourist  buses  pass  down 
Kneeland  Street  to  take  a  look  at 
Chinatown.  The  streets  of  the 
neighborhood  were  so  dirty  that 
she  felt  embarrassed  for 
Chinatown. 

She  recalled  how  when  she 
was  growing  up  in  Chinatown, 
merchants  could  always  be  seen 
sweeping  the  sidewalk  in  front  of 
their  business  every  morning. 
Now  a  resident  of  Florida,  she 
says  she  was  stunned  by  what  she 
saw  in  Chinatown. 

Unaccustomed  to  seeing  the 
neighborhood  every  day  a  visitor 
may  perhaps  be  able  to  look  at 
things  with  a  more  objective  eye. 
But  to  anyone  who  walks  down 
the  streets  of  the  neighborhood 
some  mornings  it’s  hard  to  ig¬ 
nore  the  sorry  state  of 
Chinatown’s  streets  these  days. 

Anyone  walking  down  Tyler 
Street  in  the  morning  may  be  as¬ 
saulted  by  restaurant  garbage 
strewn  along  the  sidewalk, 
opened  trash  bags  spilling  onto 
the  streets,  and  grease  as  thick  as 
motor  oil  caking  the  sidewalk 
and  collecting  in  puddles  along 
the  gutters.  Walk  a  little  further 


into  the  residential  area  of  Tyler 
Street  and  you’ll  again  be  as¬ 
saulted  by  garbage  strewn  in 
piles  on  the  street,  particularly  in 
front  of  one  Tyler  Street  build¬ 
ing. 

"It’s  a  matter  of  trying  to  get 
the  restaurants  in  Chinatown  to 
recognize  that  there  is  a  cleanli¬ 
ness  problem,"  said  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  co- 
moderator  William  Moy,  who 
added  that  merchants  have  to 
understand  that  their  ability  to 
increase  business  by  drawing 
more  outsiders  and  tourists  lar¬ 
gely  depends  on  the  cleanliness 


and  tidiness  of  the  streets.  "If  it’s 
not  clean  they’re  not  going  to 
come,"  he  said. 

Moy  also  suggested  that  the 
city  too  has  cut  back  on  services 
in  the  neighborhood.  While  the 
Flynn  administration  in  its  early 
years  was  attentive  to  the  prob¬ 
lem  and  made  a  concerted  effort 
in  the  late  1980s  to  keep  the 
streets  clean,  that  attention 
wasn’t  apparent  in  its  closing 
hours.  The  result:  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  is  perhaps  less  clean  than  it 
was  before  the  campaign  began. 

Also  contributing  to  the  per¬ 
ception  that  the  neighborhood 


isn’t  clean  is  the  condition  of 
Gateway  Park,  where  people  can 
sometimes  be  seen  drinking  al¬ 
coholic  beverages  or  sleeping. 
Their  bottles,  cans  and  other 
refuse  often  end  up  on  the 
ground  or  on  the  park  seats. 
People  drinking  in  the  park  often 
share  the  same  bench  with  elder¬ 
ly  residents  talking  quietly 
amongst  themselves. 

Yon  Lee,  the  mayor’s  liaison 
to  the  Chinese  community  who 
had  earlier  led  a  drive  to  clean  up 
the  area,  also  seemed  disap¬ 
pointed  by  the  current  state  of 
the  neighborhood’s  streets.  "We 
put  so  much  effort  into  this,"  he 
said.  "There  was  a  period  of  time 
when  a  lot  of  people  called  in  and 
said  the  streets  are  clean." 

He  said  that  he  too  in  recent 
months  has  noticed  that  garbage 
and  trash  are  again  ending  up  on 
the  streets.  "I  can’t  make  heads  or 
tails  out  of  why  that  happened," 
he  said.  "My  first  guess  is  that 
there’s  a  whole  new  wave  of  resi¬ 
dents." 

Lee  said  he  and  Frank  Chin, 
who  has  a  business  on  Beach 
Street,  are  planning  to  go  door  to 
door  in  the  neighborhood  to 
urge  restaurant  owners  to  be 
more  attentive  to  the  cleanliness 
of  the  streets.  Much  of  the  un¬ 
cleanliness  seems  to  be  the  work 


of  the  restaurants,  which  are 
sloppily  disposing  of  their  trash 
and  garbage. 

"There  are  a  couple  of  ideas 
we’re  going  to  try  to  bounce 
around,"  said  Lee,  including 
having  a  trash  collection  at  about 
7  pm  before  the  dinner  hour  so 
that  garbage  won’t  be  on  the 
street  when  diners  come  to  the 
district.  "Right  now  people  don’t 
want  to  come  to  Chinatown  at 
dinner  time,"  he  said.  Another 
possibility  would  be  to  install 
large  trash  containers  that  could 
be  shared  by  all  the  restaurants. 

Lee  pointed  out  that  another 
serious  problem  involves  cook¬ 
ing  grease,  which  eventually  ends 
up  on  the  streets.  "They  (the  res¬ 
taurants)  refuse  to  put  in  grease 
traps,"  he  said.  "They  just  throw 
the  grease  into  the  bags."  He  also 
suggested  that  some  people  are 
taking  trash  from  their  home  and 
dropping  it  on  the  street. 

Lee  pointed  out  that  keeping 
the  neighborhood  clean  is 
another  "quality  of  life"  issue  that 
needs  to  be  addressed.  "We  are 
trying  to  find  solutions,"  he  said. 
"We  are  trying  new  approaches."

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Southeast  Asian  Infants  Underweight 


A  recently  released  report  by 
the  state  Department  of  Public 
Health  shows  that  Chinese  in¬ 
fants  were  less  likely,  and 
Southeast  Asian  infants  more 
likely,  to  be  born  at  a  low 
birthweight  than  white  non- 
Hispanic  infants. 

The  report  shows  that  only  4.2 
percent  of  Chinese  infants  were 
bom  at  low  birthweights,  com¬ 
pared  to  7.6  percent  of  Southeast 
Asians  and  5  percent  of  whites. 
Chinese  women  born  in  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China  and 
Taiwan  had  an  especially  low 
number  of  low  birthweight 
children^  percent),  compared  to 
those  born  in  the  US  and  in 
Hong.  Kong. 

The  report  suggests  that 
mothers  with  adequate  prenatal 
care  and  education  are  less  likely 
to  give  birth  to  children  with  low 
birth  weight.  "If  Vietnamese 
mothers  had  the  same  levels  of 
both  education  and  adequacy  of 
prenatal  care  as  white  non- 
Hispanic  mothers,  then  the  Viet- 
namese  hypothetical  low 
birthweight  rate  would  decrease 
to  5.4  percent,"  the  report  states. 
The  low  birt  weight  rate  for 


Vietnamese  was  6.8  percent 
compared  to  5.0  percent  for 
whites.  The  rate  for  Laotians  was 
7.8  percent,  and  the  rate  for 
Cambodians  was  8.1  percent,  the 
highest  of  all  the  groups  tracked 
in  the  study.  The  Cambodians, 
the  report  points  out,  had  sig¬ 
nificantly  lower  levels  of  prena¬ 
tal  care  (37  percent)  compared 
to  whites  (82  percent).  Also,  the 
reports  suggests  that  education 
may  play  a  role  in  low 
birthweights  and  notes  that  77 
percent  of  Cambodian  mothers 
had  less  than  nine  years  of  educa¬ 
tion,  compared  to  2  percent  of 
whites. 

Epidemiologist  Ray  Vezina 
who  worked  on  the  report,  how¬ 
ever,  said  that  while  the  study 
suggests  a  connection  between 
low  birthweight  and  a  low  level 
of  prenatal  care  and  education, 
he  said  "we  lacked  enough  strong 
information  to  actually  conclude 
that."  Vezina  also  noted  that  the 
researchers  were  using  the  Cen¬ 
ter  for  Disease  Control  stand¬ 
ards  in  determining  what  con¬ 
stitutes  a  low  birth  weight.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  those  standards,  2500 
grams  or  5.5  pounds  is  low,  and 


3.3  pounds  is  considered  very 
low. 

He  suggested,  however,  that 
the  average  body  size  of  people 
of  various  ethnic  groups 
throughout  the  world  could  be 
different  and  may  be  a  factor  in 
determining  birthweight.  He 
said,  however,  that  this  factor 
was  not  taken  into  account.  "The 
golden  standard  could  be  dif¬ 
ferent  in  that  population,"  he 
suggested,  referring  to  Asian 
ethnic  groups  such  as  Cam¬ 
bodians  and  Vietnamese. 

The  report  shows  that 
Chinese  infants  (4.8  percent) 
were  less  likely  and  Southeast 
Asian  infants  (11.1  percent) 
more  likely  to  be  born  before  the 
completion  of  the  37th  week  of 
gestation,  the  normal  gestation 
period. 

The  report  also  notes  that 
Southeast  Asian  mothers  (50.2 
percent)  were  substantially  less 
likely  to  have  received  adequate 
prenatal  care  than  Chinese 
mothers  (82.2  percent)  or  white 
non-Hispanic  mothers  (85.9  per¬ 
cent). 

Southeast  Asian  mothers 
(33.6  percent)  were  also  less  like¬ 


ly  to  have  their  care  paid  for  by 
private  insurance  than  Chinese 
mothers  (73.2  percent)  or  white 
mothers  (79.2  percent). 

The  report  notes  that  Chinese 
mothers  were  frequent  users  of 
community  health  centers  and 
HMOs  for  prenatal  care,  while 
Southeast  Asian  mothers  more 
frequently  used  hospital  clinics 
for  the  same  care.  The  largest 
proportion  of  mothers  from  each 
group,  however,  received  prena¬ 
tal  care  in  the  private  offices  of 
physicians. 

Chinese  infants  also  had  a 
fairly  high  incidence  of  jaundice 
reported  on  the  birth  certificate 
(5. 1  percent)  compared  to  whites 
(3.5  percent)  and  southeast 
Asians  (1.9  percent).  Vezina  said 
that  the  high  level  of  jaundice 
found  in  Chinese  infants  would 
have  to  be  considered  in  more 
detail  and  would  appear  to  point 
to  a  definite  cause. 

Chinese  and  Southeast  Asian 
mothers  were  much  more  likely 
to  report  having  had  Hepatitis  B 
and  less  likely  than  whites  to  give 
birth  by  Caesarean  section. 

The  study  also  reports  that 
Chinese  mothers  were  less  likely 


to  be  teenagers  (1  percent)  and 
more  likely  to  be  age  30  or  older 
(55.8  percent)  than  Southeast 
Asians  or  whites.  Southeast 
Asian  mothers  were  more  likely 
to  be  teenagers  (14.7  percent) 
and  less  likely  to  be  30  or  older 
than  Chinese  or  white  mothers. 

The  report  also  includes 
statistics  on  Massachusetts 
Asians,  which  is  the  state’s 
fastest  growing  population  and 
consists  of  diverse  ethnic  groups. 
From  1980  to  1990  the  state’s 
Asian  population  grew  by  194 
percent,  compared  to  an  overall 
state  population  growth  of  5  per¬ 
cent.  Chinese  make  up  the  single 
largest  Asian  ethnic  group  in  the 
state  (37.5  percent),  followed  by 
Vietnamese  (10.8  percent), 
Cambodians  (9.8  percent),  and 
Laotians  (3  percent). 

The  report  also  says  that  the 
proportion  of  Asians  obtaining  a 
college  degree  is  much  higher 
than  for  Massachusetts  residents 
in  general.  At  the  same  time,  the 
proportion  of  Asians  with  low 
educational  attainment  is  also 
above  the  state  average.

Council  Seeks  Artery  Land  for  Chinatown  Use 


It’s  been  a  topic  of  conversa¬ 
tion  in  Chinatown  for  years  now: 
the  lack  of  recreational  facilities 
for  youth  and  the  lack  of  open 
space.  Though  many  urban 
neighborhoods  share  the  same 
problems,  Chinatown’s  are  par¬ 
ticularly  acute. 

Because  of  that  shortage, 
members  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  are  eager 
to  let  officials  of  the  Central 
Artery/Third  Harbor  Tunnel 
Project  know  that  Chinatown 
would  like  to  inherit  some  of  the 
land  made  available  when  the 
project  is  constructed.  They 
made  those  concerns  know 
recently  at  a  Council  meeting 
with  several  Artery  Project  offi¬ 
cials. 

The  massive  new  artery  and 
tunnel  project  will  change  the 
landscape  near  Kneeland  and 
Hudson  Streets  in  Chinatown. 
At  last  month’s  Council  meeting, 
several  Artery  Project  officials 
showed  preliminary  designs  for 
the  Southeast  Interchange,  the 
site  where  the  Mass  Turnpike 
and  the  Central  Artery  will  meet. 

The  preliminary  design  calls 
for  an  area  of  open  space  along 
Hudson  Street,  where  there  is 
now  an  unsightly  retaining  wall. 
There  will  also  be  additional 


space  behind  Pagoda  Park  on 
Kneeland  Street,  as  well  as  open 
space  inside  the  Artery  ramps, 
known  as  the  infield. 

Artery  officials  are  proposing 
to  plant  trees  in  the  infield  area 
and  to  build  a  retaining  wall  and 
create  some  open  space  along 
Hudson  Street.  Council  co- 
moderator  William  Moy  and  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  Davis  Woo, 
however,  have  a  different  idea. 
They  proposed  that  the  "infield" 
should  become  either  a  recrea¬ 
tional  area  or  open  space  for 


Chinatown. 

They  also  propose  that  the 
land  along  Hudson  Street  should 
be  used  as  the  site  for  new  hous¬ 
ing  -  housing,  they  reminded 
Artery  officials,  that  was 
demolished  to  make  way  for  the 
construction  of  the  Southeast 
Expressway  and  the  Mass 
Turnpike.  Some  600  units  were 
lost  at  that  time,  said  Woo,  who 
suggested  that  the  neighborhood 
would  probably  reject  the  Artery 
design  "if  we’re  not  going  to  gain 
any  housing." 


"They  should  make  up  for  it," 
said  council  member  Lucy  Chin. 
"When  they  moved  us  out  we  had 
to  find  our  own  place  to  live." 

"We’ve  already  expressed  ob¬ 
jections  to  the  South  Bay  Task 
Force,"  Moy  told  the  officials, 
referring  to  the  group  of  govern¬ 
ment  officials  and  neighborhood 
representatives  who  regularly 
meet  to  discuss  Central  Artery 
issues  that  will  have  an  impact  on 
city  neighborhoods. 

Woo  suggested  that  the 
Artery  presentation  was  perhaps 
unnecessary  since  how  the  land 
would  be  used  has  not  been 
resolved.  "To  make  this  presen¬ 
tation  before  the  community 
f  might  is  inappropriate,"  added 
Moy. 

George  Joe,  the  Artery 
Project’s  Chinatown  liaison,  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  Artery  was  only 
trying  to  keep  the  community 
abreast  of  developments  and 
that  everything  was  still  in  the 
preliminary  stage.  "We  might 
have  had  problems  with  the  com¬ 
munity  in  the  past,"  he  said.  "But 
hopefully  that  will  change." 

Council  co-moderator 
Robert  Guen  suggested  that  the 
additional  land  near  Pagoda 
Park  could  perhaps  be  used  as  a 
site  for  volleyball,  a  popular 


sport  in  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity.  He  said  that  the  Council 
should  also  seek  input  from 
people  in  the  community  who 
would  be  using  such  a  facility  in 
order  to  understand  better  their 
needs. 

Moy  last  week  said  about  five 
parcels  of  land  would  be  avail¬ 
able  as  a  result  of  the  Artery 
Project.  "We’re  trying  to  come 
up  with  alternatives,  not  just  one 
alternative,"  he  said,  referring  to 
plans  for  the  infield  and  the  Hud¬ 
son  Street  parcel.  He  said,  how¬ 
ever,  that  he  and  others  were 
opposed  to  planting  trees  in  the 
infield  area. 

"We  really  don’t  think  that’s 
the  best  use  for  it,"  he  said,  ad¬ 
ding  that  there  were  four  or  five 
acres  of  land  there  and  they 
could  be  used  for  a  park  or  a 
softball  field.  He  also  said 
people  would  be  able  to  gain  ac¬ 
cess  to  the  infield  land. 

Moy,  who  is  the  founder  of  the 
South  Bay  Interchange  Task 
Force,  said  that  perhaps  160  to 
200  units  of  housing  could  be 
built  on  the  Hudson  Street  site. 
Now,  he  added,  is  the  time  "to 
flush  out  all  the  viable  solutions" 
and  bring  them  to  the  com¬ 
munity  to  get  their  opinions.

Two  Cultures  Meet  in  Ang 


His  films  tend  to  explore  un¬ 
conventional  relationships.  In 
his  first  film,  "Pushing  Hands," 
director  Ang  Lee  explored  cul¬ 
tural  conflicts  in  a  mixed  Chinese 
and  Caucasian  family.  And  in  his 
new  film,  "The  Wedding  Ban¬ 
quet,"  he  explores  what  it  means 
to  be  gay  in  a  Chinese  family. 
Both  films  take  place  in  New 
York  where  Chinese  and 
American  culture  meet. 

In  Boston  this  month,  viewers 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  see 
both  films:  "Pushing  Hands"  will 
be  shown  at  the  Boston  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts,  and  "The  Wedding 
Banquet"  will  have  its  commer¬ 
cial  opening  August  27  at  the 
Loews  Nickelodeon  Theater. 

Lee,  who  was  born  in  Taiwan 
but  attended  college  and  film 
school  in  the  United  States, 
seems  fascinated  by  the 
misunderstandings  that  some¬ 
times  develop  when  Chinese  cul¬ 
ture,  with  its  highly-developed 
and  centuries-old  traditions, 
comes  face-to-face  with  the  still- 
evolving  and  somewhat  ex¬ 
perimental  American  traditions. 

Of  Lee’s  two  films,  "The  Wed¬ 
ding  Banquet"  is  perhaps  the 
stronger  one  and  also  the  most 
controversial  because  of  its 
theme,  though  both  films  are 
well  worth  seeing. 

"The  Wedding  Banquet"  tells 
the  story  of  Wai  Tung,  a  gay 
Taiwan  businessman  who  has  for 
some  time  been  living  in 
America  with  Simon,  his 
American  lover.  Wai,  however, 
has  a  problem.  His  parents  in 
Taiwan  are  eager  to  see  him 
marry  and  actually  persuade  him 
to  join  a  dating  service. 

One  woman  is  actually  sent  to 
New  York  to  meet  him  but  it 
turns  out  that  she  also  isn’t  inter-

ested  in  marrying  because  she 
has  her  own  problem  to  contend 
with:  she  has  a  boyfriend  but  he’s 
not  Chinese. 

To  solve  Wai  Tung’s  problem, 
Simon  suggests  that  he  marry 
Wei  Wei,  an  artist  from  "main¬ 
land"  China  who  can  barely  pay 
her  bills  and  who  is  in  desperate 
need  of  a  green  card.  A  quick 
wedding  at  City  Hall  could  in  no 
time  solve  both  their  problems. 

The  plan  is  hatched  when  Wai 
Tung  learns  that  his  parents  are 
coming  to  New  York  for  a  visit. 
What  happens  when  his  parents 
arrive  makes  for  the  most  inter¬ 
esting  part  of  this  funny  and  en¬ 
lightening  film.  In  the  course  of 
his  parents’  stay  in  New  York, 
the  three  conspirators  dream  up 
a  huge  hoax  that  in  many  ways 
serves  as  a  kind  of  film  within  a 
film.  In  order  to  maintain  a 
reality  pleasing  to  Wai  Tung’s 
elders,  each  character  plays  a 
part  that  has  little  to  do  with  his 
personal  reality. 

Simon  becomes  Wai  Tung’s 
roommate  instead  of  his  lover 
and  Wai  Wai  must  move  into 
their  apartment  as  his  wife  fol¬ 
lowing  a  spectacular  hotel  wed¬ 
ding.  Eventually,  as  one  might 
predict,  the  masquerade  proves

difficult  to  maintain  because  it 
involves  the  manipulation  of 
very  powerful  emotions.  Wai 
Wai,  for  example,  actually  wants 
to  get  married  and  has  at  times 
tried  to  seduce  Wai  Tung.  But 
the  closest  she  gets  to  it  is  to  play 
the  part  of  a  bride  and  maneuver 
a  wedding  night  seduction. 

In  the  end,  Wai  Tung  is  forced 
to  reveal  his  secret  life  to  his 
mother,  who  believes  her  son’s 
gayness  may  have  something  to 
do  with  the  way  she  brought  him 
up.  Above  all,  she  is  determined 
to  keep  the  secret  from  his 
father,  who  has  suffered  from 
several  strokes  and  whose  one 
wish  now  is  to  see  his  grandson 
before  he  dies.  As  it  turns  out, 
the  father,  skillfully  played  by 
Sihung  Lung,  shows  himself  to 
be  surprisingly  tolerant  and  may 
be  granted  his  wish. 

At  its  conclusion,  the  film  of¬ 
fers  a  resolution,  one  that  may 
seem  somewhat  farfetched  and 
perhaps  a  little  unreal  to  some 
viewers,  though  one  that  also 
leaves  the  parents  returning  to 
Taiwan  happy,  albeit  in  a 
melancholy  sort  of  way. 

Though  "The  Wedding  Ban¬ 
quet"  has  a  homosexual  theme, 
the  subject  doesn’t  overwhelm 
the  picture.  The  film  is  about  the 
disguises  people  in  a  family  erect 
to  preserve  the  illusion  that 
everything  is  as  it  should  be.  The 
film  is  superbly  acted  and 
photographed. 

"Pushing  Hands,"  Lee’s  first 
film,  focuses  on  the  life  of  a  mar¬ 
ried  couple  whose  lives  change 
with  the  arrival  of  a  house  guest 
Alex,  who  was  bom  in  Taiwan, 
and  Martha,  who  is  Caucasian, 
live  together  with  their  son  in 
Yonkers  not  far  from  New  York 
City.  What  disturbs  their  life  is 
the  arrival  of  Alex’s  father,  who 


has  come  from  mainland  China 
to  live  with  his  son  after  his  wife’s 
death. 

It  turns  out  that  Martha  (Deb 
Snyder)  and  Mr.  Chu  (Sihung 
Lung)  do  not  have  a  harmonious 
relationship,  to  say  the  least.  Mr. 
Chu’s  every  move  seems  to 
annoy  his  daughter-in-law,  who 
can’t  tolerate  hearing  him  sing 
Chinese  opera  and  seems  an¬ 
noyed  by  his  eating  habits.  Mr. 
Chu,  on  the  hand,  is  perplexed  by 
his  daughter-in-law’s  neurotic 
behavior  and  the  way  she  relates 
to  her  son. 

Though  the  director  sets  out 
to  explore  what  happens  when 
the  two  cultures  meet,  Martha’s 
character  seems  somewhat  exag¬ 
gerated  and  unbelievable  be¬ 
cause  her  reaction  to  her  father- 
-in-law  seems  unjustified  by  his 
behavior.  Mr.  Chu,  whose  char¬ 
acter  is  drawn  with  restraint,  is 
essentially  a  quiet  man  whose  life 
revolves  around  his  Tai  Chi 
Chuan,  which  is  meant  to  return 
the  body  to  a  state  of  balance, 
which  is  a  theme  that  runs 
through  the  film. 

The  Martha  character,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  in  many  ways 
a  caricature  of  a  person  overly 
centered  in  her  own  culture.  But 
attributing  this  quality  to  her  is  a 
little  difficult  to  accept  because 
her  husband  is  Chinese  and  you 
would  think  she  would  have  an 
understanding  of  the  culture  that 
nurtured  him.  Nevertheless, 
there  is  a  fair  amount  of  truth  to 
the  portrayal. 

Mr.  Chu,  for  example, 
believes  that  Martha  is  not 
balanced,  pointing  out  that  she 
should  eat  more  meat  because 
she  needs  yin  as  well  as  yang 
foods.  He’s  also  struck  by  the  way 
Americans  speak  to  their

children,  seeing  them  almost  as  a 
adults.  Another  issue  at  the  heart 
of  the  film  is  Martha’s  seeming 
indifference  to  the  plight  of  the 
elderly,  who  appear  to  be  easily 
discarded  by  Americans  and  sen¬ 
tenced  to  live  alone. 

Although  the  issue  of  what 
happens  to  the  elderly  in 
America  is  explored,  the  end  of¬ 
fers  no  real  resolution.  America 
seems  to  be  a  place  for  the  young, 
Mr.  Chu  says.  In  the  end  he 
decides  to  leave  their  home  and 
spend  his  remaining  days  in 
Chinatown.  Luckily  enough,  he 
has  found  a  Chinese  woman 
friend  who  has  also  come  to 
America  and  finds  herself  in  the 
same  position. 

Both  "The  Wedding  Banquet" 
and  "Pushing  Hands"  are  films 
that  explore  what  happens  when 
Eastern  and  Western  cultures 
meet  and  how  compromises 
must  be  made  and  how  the  world 
from  the  two  points  of  view  can 
be  strikingly  different. 

Obviously  familiar  with  both 
cultures  and  using  this 
knowledge  in  his  films,  Lee  is  an 
interesting  filmmaker  who  is  ex¬ 
ploring  a  side  of  the  Asian- 
American  experience  that  is 
both  enlightening  and 
humorous.

Entertaining  But  Not  Enlightening

"Miss  Saigon"  is  the  kind  of 
entertainment  that  comes  with  a 
lot  of  baggage.  The  commercial 
hype  that  precedes  it  is  daunting 
and  the  emotions  it  tries  to  ignite 
are  powerful:  war,  especially  the 
Vietnam  War,  the  abandoned 
children  of  American  GIs,  and 
unrequited  love,  all  have  the 
potential  to  stir  the  emotions. 
Lay  on  the  overlay  of  a  distant 
Asian  country  and  the  imagina¬ 
tive  potential  it  offers  and  you 
have  a  pretty  good  recipe  for  suc¬ 
cess. 

Created  by  Alain  Boubil  and 
Claude-Michel  Schonberg,  the 
creators  of  Les  Miserables,  the 
musical  "Miss  Saigon"  first 
opened  in  London  and  then 
moved  on  to  New  York.  The  first 
national  production  was 
mounted  in  Chicago,  and  from 
there  it  traveled  to  the  Wang 
Center  for  the  Performing  Arts 
in  Boston,  where  it  will  run 
through  Oct.  9.  In  London,  the 
show  met  with  controversy  when 
Asian  performers  protested  that 
an  Asian  actor  wasn’t  chosen  to 
play  the  role  of  the  Eurasian  en¬ 
gineer. 

The  first  point  to  be  made 
about  the  play  is  that  it  succeeds 
as  entertainment.  It’s  unlikely 
that  an  audience  will  get  weary 
watching  it,  with  its  attractive 
stage  settings,  fluid  acting  and 
singing,  and  general  grandeur. 
At  the  same  time,  the  play  is  in 
many  ways  throw-away  enter¬ 
tainment  that  -  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  its  stunning  visual  effects 

-  won’t  leave  much  of  an  impres¬ 
sion.  Whatever  more  thoughtful 
insights  it  pretends  to  won’t  have 
a  long  shelf  life.  Though  striking 
in  many  ways,  it  ultimately  lacks 
depth  and  credibility  and  goes 


about  pressing  all  the  hit-musi¬ 
cal  buttons  to  get  the  desired  ef¬ 
fect. 

The  play  tells  the  story  of  Kim 
(Jennifer  C.  Paz),  an  orphan  girl 
working  in  a  Saigon  bar  fre¬ 
quented  by  American  soldiers  in 
the  last  days  of  the  Vietnam  War. 
An  innocent  girl  who  by  fate  has 
been  forced  to  sell  herself  in  a 
bar,  she  also  by  chance  develops 
a  relationship  with  Chris  (Jarrod 
Emick),  an  American  soldier. 
Though  the  two  fall  in  love,  their 
relationship  is  interrupted  by  the 
fall  of  Saigon  in  which  the 
Americans  make  their  frantic  es- 
cape  from  the  roof  of  the 
American  embassy  in  1975. 

Unbeknownst  to  Chris,  Kim 
is  pregnant  and  eventually  bears 
a  son.  Like  other  Vietnamese, 
Kim  struggles  to  survive  life 
under  the  new  communist 
regime,  hoping  that  someday  she 
will  be  reunited  with  Chris  and 
immigrate  with  her  son  to 
America,  where  she’s  certain  he 
can  have  a  better  future.  Even¬ 
tually  they  are  reunited,  but  by 


then  Chris  has  married.  The 
shock  is  too  much  for  Kim  who 
acts  to  ensure  that  at  least  her 
son  will  make  it  to  America. 

Based  loosely  on  "Madame 
Butterfly,"  "Miss  Saigon"  offers  a 
glimpse  of  Vietnam  through  the 
eyes  and  perceptions  of  a 
Westerner,  which  is  under¬ 
standable  since  its  creators  are 
Europeans.  And  while  it  ex¬ 
plores  the  somewhat  worn  out 
theme  of  a  Western  man  having 
a  relationship  with  an  Asian 
woman,  it  goes  about  doing  it  in 
a  hard-to-believe  way.  The 
relationship  between  Chris  and 
Kim  seems  superficial  and  un¬ 
developed.  It’s  commercial 
romanticism  -  a  fairy  tale  without 
depth.  It  also  rehashes  Western 
stereotypes  of  the  long-suffering 
Asian  woman. 

The  play’s  ending  is  also  hard 
to  accept.  It’s  unabashed 
melodrama  is  meant  to  make  the 
audience  feel  good  despite  the 
unfortunate  outcome.  In  the 
end,  the  Vietnamese  woman 
doesn’t  survive.  No  matter.  The 


soldier  Chris  and  his  new  wife  are 
able  to  go  back  to  their  normal 
lives.  Their  return  to  the  US  with 
the  child  serves  as  a  symbol  of 
expiated  American  guilt  over 
abandoning  illegitimate 
children.  This  is  a  nice  comfort¬ 
able  ending  for  a  Western 
audience  but  I  wonder  if  Viet¬ 
namese  will  see  it  the  same  way 
or  if  they  will  find  much  of  them¬ 
selves  in  this  play.  Probably  not. 
The  show  doesn’t  deal  with  dif¬ 
ficult  issues  in  a  very  probing 
manner  and  it  also  tends  to  fol¬ 
low  th»e  age-old  pattern  of 
romanticizing  war. 

That  said,  it’s  easy  to  see  why 
the  play  is  so  popular.  The  stage 
effects  are  especially  impressive, 
particularly  the  lighting  which 
creates  scenes  that  often 
resemble  moody  paintings,  with 
the  light  made  soft  or  harsh 
depending  on  the  time  and  the 
location. 

The  stage,  for  example,  is 
transformed  effortlessly  from  a 
bawdy  neon  bar  scene  to  a  ram¬ 
shackle  village  house  in  the  quiet 
countryside.  When  the 
Americans  leave  Saigon  there’s  a 
quite  realistic  helicopter  to  take 
them  away.  And  when  the  com¬ 
munist  regime  takes  charge  of 
the  country  there’s  a  scene  taken 
straight  from  the  Cultural 
Revolution  with  a  huge  statue  of 
Ho  Chi  Minh  hovering  over  mar¬ 
ching  soldiers,  the  whole  scene 
bathed  in  a  vaguely  threatening 
red  glow. 

The  actors  too  are  all  quite 

believable  and  offer  up  fluid  per¬ 
formances.  Especially  effective 
and  impressive  is  Raul  Aranas  in 
the  role  of  the  engineer,  the 
Eurasian  pimp  who  runs  the  bar 
in  Saigon.  Slippery  and  funny, 


with  a  typical  would-be 
capitalist’s  imaginary  view  of 
America,  Raul  provides  some  of 
the  play’s  most  entertaining  mo¬ 
ments,  particularly  in  the 
"American  Dream"  scene,  an 
ironical  take  on  the  immigrant’s 
view  of  America  as  a  place  swim¬ 
ming  in  money  and  replete  with 
big  cars  and  blonde-haired  girls 
in  the  guise  of  the  Statue  of 
Liberty.  The  scene  is  one  of  the 
most  believable  scenes  in  "Miss 
Saigon." 

Jennifer  Paz  in  the  role  of 
Kim  is  also  effective.  Though  her 
voice  isn’t  always  powerful,  its 
sound  is  appealing;  and  her  ac¬ 
ting  is  always  controlled  and 
credible.  And  while  the  score 
consists  of  songs  that  are  not  un¬ 
appealing,  few  songs  stand  out 
and  leave  a  lasting  impression. 

But  despite  its  well-meaning 
intentions  and  strengths  -  and 
there  are  many  -  "Miss  Saigon" 
lacks  emotional  depth  and  ul¬ 
timately  fails  to  shed  much  light 
on  Vietnam,  war,  or  relation¬ 
ships.

low  representation  of  APA’s  in 
the  policy-making  levels  is  disap- 
pointing.  We  feel  that  the 
country  is  not  utilizing  the  enor¬ 
mous  talent  within  this  com¬ 
munity." 

David  Namkoong,  report  card 
co-author,  commented,  "This 
report  card  should  be  viewed  as 
a  snapshot  of  the  present,  as  a 
feedback  to  the  administration 
of  the  areas  that  need  improve¬ 
ment,  for  the  APA’s  and  for  the 
country." 

Repeal  Sanctions 

A  number  of  Asian  organiza¬ 
tions  testified  before  a  Congres¬ 
sional  sub-committee  recently 
urging  the  repeal  of  the 
employer  sanctions  provisions  of 
the  1986  Immigration  Reform  & 
Control  Act.  Opponents  charge 
that  Asians  are  discriminated 
against  when  seeking  jobs  be¬ 
cause  they  are  sometimes  mis¬ 
takenly  viewed  as  being  illegal. 
Employers  can  be  fined  if  they 
are  found  to  be  hiring  illegal  im¬ 
migrants. 

Stanley  Mark  of  the  Asian 
American  Legal  Defense  and 
Education  Fund  of  New  York 
and  William  Tamayo  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Asian  Pacific  American 
Legal  Consortium  said  they  op¬ 
posed  the  provisions  because 
they  lead  to  discrimination 
against  Asians  and  Latinos. 

However,  representatives 
from  two  other  immigrant  or¬ 
ganizations  -  the  Federation  for 
Immigration  Reform  and  the 
Center  of  Immigration  Studies  - 
opposed  appeal  of  the 
provisions.  Daniel  Stein  of  the 
Federation  for  Immigration 
Reform  said  the  employer  sanc¬ 
tions  are  generally  effective  and 
that  flaws  in  the  law  are  due  to 
the  failure  to  establish  an  effec¬ 
tive  uniform  work  verification 
system.
